This is a complaint filed by Adv. Aires Rodrigues 
complaining about human rights violation being 
endured by bailiffs attached to the District and 
Subordinate Courts of North and South Goa . It is 
stated that the bailiffs are being paid only a very 
paltry travelling allowance of Rs. 200 / - per month 
despite the fact that these bailiffs have to travel 
extensively to serve summons and notices issued 
by various courts including the High Court. It is 
further stated that their travelling allowance 
should be hiked to at least Rs. 3,000 / - per month . 

2. Taking cognizance of the complaint this 
Commission issued notices to ( 1) the State of Goa 
through the Chief Secretary , Secretariat, Porvorim 
-Goa , ( 2 ) the Chief Administrative Officer, North 
Goa District Court, Panaji-Goa and 3 ) the Chief 
Administrative Officer, South Goa District Court, 
Margao -Goa . All the Respondents have filed their 
respective replies. It is the case of the Respondents 
that the Government ofGoa by order No.1-2 (8 ) 96 -LD 
dated 18-12-2001 has enhanced the permanent 
travelling allowance to the bailiffs from Rs. 40 / 
and Rs. 35 / - to Rs. 200 / - per month for serving 
summons outside the town. It is stated that the 
Hon ble Shetty Commission after considering the 
views of the High Courts and State Government 
recommended fixed travelling allowance not less 
than Rs. 200 /- per month and the State Government 
has started paying such allowance from 
December, 2001.

3. This matter was fixed for hearing on 
25-01-2016 on which date the Respondents did not 
remain present. We have heard the Complainant 
and also perused the material on record . 

4. Admittedly, the permanent travelling 
allowance was enhanced to Rs. 200 / - way back in 
the year 2001. Records indicate that during the 
pendency of the present proceeding, the Principal 
District and Sessions Judge, North Goa, Panaji by

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letter No. DSC /PTA / 92 / 2014 / 7912 dated 4th 
September, 2014 , addressed to the Under Secretary

& Judiciary, Law (Establishment) Division , 
Secretariat, Porvorim -Goa has proposed to the State 
Government to increase the PTA (Process Travelling 
Allowance ) for the bailiffs at Rs . 1,000 / - per month 
considering the facts that almost more than 
thirteen years have passed since the last order 
fixing the PTA (Process Travelling Allowance ) from 
Rs.35 / - and Rs. 40 / - to Rs. 200 /- per month and also 
further considering the fact that there has been 
tremendous increase of travelling expenses over 
the years . This proposal by the District & Sessions 
Court , Panaji-Goa to the State Government for 
increasing the PTA (Process Travelling Allowance ) 
to Rs . 1,000 / - per month is fair, just and reasonable 
looking into the facts and the circumstances of the 
present case . We therefore feel that the PTA 
( Process Travelling Allowance) should be increased 
to Rs. 1,000 /- per month as proposed by the 
Principal District & Session Judge, North Goa , 
Panaji. 


cited above and to state that the recommendation 
of the Goa Human Rights Commission in inquiry 
report dated 18-02-2016 in Proceeding No. 55/2014 
regarding consideration of the proposal of the 
Principal District and Sessions Judge , North Goa , 
Panaji to increase the Permanent Travelling 
Allowances (PTA ) to the Bailiffs from Rs. 200 / - to 
Rs. 1,000 / - (Rupees one thousand only ) per month " 
has not been agreed to by the Government. 

You are , therefore , requested to convey the 
above decision of the Government before the 
Commission on the next date on hearing fixed on 
15-07-2016 .

2nd Installment on or before 16-10-2015 . 
3rd Installment on or before 16-11-2015 . 
4th Installment on or before 16-12-2015 . 
5th Installment on or before 16-01-2016 . 


The General Secretary, Gomantak Mazdoor Sangh , 
vide their letter dated 25-05-2015 made a 
representation to this office stating that the 
management of M / s . Goa Automotive, Vasco -da 
-Gama, Goa has refused employment to the S / Shri 
Prabhakar Ambekar, Silvester Vaz , Atish Bandekar 
and Vijay Singh with effect from 11-05-2015 . Union 
further stated that the management has stopped 
paying earned wages from the month ofMarch and 
April 2015 and thereafter from 11-05-2015 refused 
them employment by not allowing them to resume 
their duty . All the workmen are permanent 
workmen working for years . 

Union further stated that before the refusing 
employment to the workman the management has 
not paid any legal dues such as retrenchment 
compensation , Gratuity earned wages etc., nor 
conducted any inquiry. The management also not 
obtained the permission under Section 33 of 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 , as the matter of 
Charter of Demands is pending before the Industrial 
Tribunal Goa . The Management has not complied 
with the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 as such the 
management action of refusing the employment is 
illegal unjustified and bad in law . As such Union 
sought the intervention of this office . 

Both the parties were called for joint discussion 
on several occasions and today the matter is 
admitted in conciliation . 


4. It is agreed by and between the parties that 

the claim towards the gratuity shall be settled 
through LIC . The difference in amount of 
gratuity if any shall be paid by the 
management to the workmen S /Shri Prabhakar 
Ambekar, Silvester Vaz , Atish Bandekar and 

Vijay Singh . 
5. It is agreed by and between the parties that 

the post dated cheques will be issued on the 

date of signing of the settlement. 
6. It is agreed by and between the parties that 

the management shall assist the workmen in 

withdrawing the Provident Funds dues. 
7. It is agreed by the management that they shall 

issue bonafide service certificate to all the 
workmen . 


8. It is further agreed by and between the parties 

that the settlement shall be valid subject to 
the realization of cheques issued to workmen 

by the employer. 
9. In view of the above clause the union and the 

workman agreed that their instant dispute 
stands conclusively settled and they have no 
claim against the management of M / s . Goa 
Automotive , Vasco - da -Gama, Goa including 
reinstatement re - employment. The 
workmen /Union further agreed that demands 
made by them in the dispute dated 25-05-2015 
in file No. IRM / CON / SG / (06 ) / 2015 are 
conclusively settled and the issue of Charter of 
Demands pending before Industrial Tribunal 
-Panaji will also be withdrawn by the union . 


During the discussion the management 
representative denied the contentions of the Union / 
Workmen and stated that the establishment has 
been closed and the intimation of the same was 
given to the workmen . However, after prolonged 
and protected discussion and at the instance of 
Conciliation Officer both the parties agreed to 
settled the dispute on monetary terms as if workmen 
are treated as retrenched w . e . f. 11-05-2015 . An 
amicable settlement is evolved on the terms spelt 
below .

The city may achieve the same by 
multiple options of financing like convergence of 
several schemes and initiatives of Central and State 
Governments proposing Public Private Partnership 
projects , market borrowings, loans and by inviting 
equity partners in the projects . Hence , the grant 
from the Central and State Governments are only 
to be used as a seed capital for the Smart City 
Mission implementation . 


Secretary (Urban Development) has been 
designated and authorized to represent 
Government of Goa in the shareholding structure 
of the SPV. The Managing Director and Chief 
Executive Officer of the SPV is being authorized to 
file for incorporation of the SPV with the Registrar 
of Companies . 

The key functions and responsibilities of the 
SPY are to : 


i. Approve and sanction the projects including 

their technical appraisal. 
ii. Execute the Smart City Proposal with 

complete operational freedom . 
iii. Take measures to comply with the 

requirements of MOUD with respect to the 
implementation of the Smart Cities 

programme. 
iv . Mobilize resources within timelines and take 

measures necessary for the mobilisation of 
resources .
